FOOD REQUIREMENTS. 


In fatting the loi« of wilflht 


aftnr the tlrct few days, taking 
little exercise, la about a pound 
for the average person, thus In. 
dlcatlng the amount of food re- 
quired to repair waste and main- 
tain heat, which amount may be 
moro than doubled, at least th» 
heat and energy portion, In ae- 
vere work. There Is, too, some 
waits. Taking fat as one ounce, 
the nitrogenous portion should 
be about two ounces, the carbo- 
hydrate (starcb,, augar, etc.), 12 
ounces or more, and mineral ele. 
tnonts, a half ounce'; fixed In 
mind aa "one, two, twelve and a 
half," about. This Is for 
dry 


food; allowing for moisture It 
must be multiplied by four, for 
the average. Tho heat and en- 
ergy food should be about sixty 
per cent, for a growing, work- 
Ing man, higher for an old, In. 
active person, If a less propor- 
tion Is supplied heat la produesd 
from albumen; If an excess of 
that element Is Ingested clog* 
glng of the system, with waste 
tending to produce rheumatism 
and kidney disease, Is the result. 
Many people oat too much al- 
buminous food, especially meat. 
The ration Is also liable to be 
deficient In the mineral ele- 
ments, best supplied In nuts, 
or wheat, cabbsge (uncooked), 
or lettuce, or In milk. Fat Is 
mads from starch or sugar In 
the system, and albumen can be 
used for heat, but albumen and 
mineral food must be supplied to 
maintain life for even a limited 
time,
